‘In a sense the trilateral way 
was to acknowledge that military 
power couldn't do too much, and 
that the essence of the challenge 
facing the United States was a 
challenge of shifting economic 
power ” 

Falk continued, “This trilateral 
way was, | think, a casualty of the 
iranian revolution essentially 
because it ruptured the illusion 
that rational management by the 
transnational elite in the interest of 
economic efficiency would 
provide the kind of global order 
that the West needed.” 


CSUS OUTLOOK

They did as well as could be ex- 
pected, with most of the team 
members returning with either per 
sonal best marks or CSUS school 
records 

Hornet track coach Kent 
Liebermann fteit the setting and 


conditions were ideal, which con- 
tributed to the athletes’ strong per 
formances

sonal best records was the fast 
competition and part of it was the 
warm sunny weather.” he said 


Liebermann believes the team

Seduction and sadism 


not enough in ‘Postman’

The scenario sounds iike it 
came from a Penthouse letter 

Frank steps into the restaurant 
kitchen and eyes his boss wife 
Refusing to take “no” for an 
answer, he begins to throw Cora 
around the room while tearing at 
her clothes. She finally becomes 
sO aroused by the fight that she 
crawls onto a table and challenges 
him to “come on then” in a throaty 
whisper 

Although it contains very littie 
nudity, “The Postman Always 
Rings Twice” will surely be 
remebered as the most explicit ma 
jor theatrical release of 1981 Star- 
ring Jack Nicholson and Jessica 
Lange, this third remake of James 
M. Cain's novel ignites the screen 
with a descriptiveness and 
cinematic quality that has not been 
seen since “Last Tango In Paris 
But where the chemistry between 
Nicholson and Lange succeeds, 
the pacing and dialogue of the film 
fails 

Frank Church (Nicholson) is a 
depression era drifter who takes a 
job at the Twin Oaks Cafe outside 
Los Angeles. Its Greek owner, Nick 
Papadakis (John Colicos), and his 
wife Cora (Lange) make a com- 
fortable living during hard times 
Frank and Cora develop a lust for 
each other that is satiated onty 
during their violent sexual 
rendezvous 

Feeling trapped in her life, Cora 
conspires with Frank to kill her 
husband. In an elaborate plan 
Frank kills Nick and then tries to 
make it look like an auto accident 

To add validity to their stories 
Frank and Cora bloody each other 


with ther fists At this point, ob 
viously excited by the pain, they 
lock in a bloody French Kiss and 
make love near Nick's lifeless 
body 

The police eventually arrest the 
two for murder, but through the ef 
forts of their shrewd laywer 
(Michael Lerner) the case never 
comes to trial Vindicated, the two 
attempt to lead a normal life 
iugether 

Jack Nicholson's (‘The 
Shining”) performance as this 
crude, violent loser is firstrate But 
Lange ("King Kong") is simply 
brilliant in her role as the sultry 
Cora. Her range of emotion and 
beautiful on - screen presence in 
this film should gain her much 
praise. Above ail though this film 
will be discussed primarily for its 
intense, HOT seduction scenes 
Originally filmed for an X - rated 
release, the scenes were cut to ac 
comodate an R rating. It is very 
unfortunate that the style and ex 
citement of the sex scenes could 
not be injected into the plot Direc 
tor Bob Rafelson drags the plot toa 
very slow death with sparse 
dialogue and sluggish editing The 
final running time of two hours 
plus could easily have been 
trimmed by 15-20 minutes without 
altering its continuity 

The film is photographed quite 
effectively in the dark tones of the 
depression Cinematographer 
Sven Sykvist brings a kind of 
burlap texture to “Postman” that 
lends authencity to the produc 
tion
